AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION 

On page 1, lines 10-18, please replace the original paragraph with the following 
replacement paragraph. 

All vehicles generally have some sort of suspension system to control movement of 
the vehicle during maneuvering, traveling through various terrains, loading the vehicle, and 
various other situations. Most vehicles have a combination of linkages, shock absorbers 
(e.g., air, gas, hydraulic, mechanical or spring, etc.), and stabilizer members arranged in a 
standard suspension architecture , such as SLE, MaoPh e rson strut, MultiLinlc trailing arm, 
solid axle, e tc . In general, the linkages facilitate movement of the wheels relative to the 
vehicle, the shock absorbers provide cushioning between the linkages and the vehicle, while 
the stabilizer members are provided to distribute a load between the various Imkages for 
balancing the vehicle. 
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
